— The six passengers who per- 
ished Saturday when a Douglas 
transport plane crashed 
in 
the 


White mountains probably knew of 
their peril during the several hours 
that the two pilots groped for 
bearings, lost in a blinding snow- 
storm, people here said today. 


A band of men camped today 


I beside the wreckage, waiting for 
'toboggans on which to carry the 
eight bodies down the rugged slope 
of Mount Baldy to civilization. 


From the reports of natives who 


had seen the doomed plane Satur- 
day afternoon flying dangerously 
low around the mountain tops, air- 
men visualized the plight of those 
aboard. 
The plant had no radio 


transmitter. 
Pilots Glen Moser 


and Joe Wolfolk had encountered 
the snow storm soon after they left 
Los Angeles, bound for Albu- 
querque. They veered south, be- 
yond reach of the radio beacons 
that guide planes on the route. 


Hoped to Escape

TOPEKA, Kaa., April 8—(UP) 


—After 50 years of strict prohibi- 
tion, "bone dry" Kansas has de- 
cided to legalize 3.2 beer—but th-s 
law governing' its sale is more 
rigid than In any stats in the j 
Union. 
> 


The iaw legalizing 3.2 beer will 


take effect May 1, and on the 
same date the regulatory laws will 
go into effect. 
It prohibits per- 


under 18 years of age from 
enting beer taverns or from 


working: as a waiter or bartender 
in any establishment selling beer. 


The sale of beer between mid- 


night and 6 a. m. on weekdays is 
prohibited and no beer at all may 
be sold on Sundays or 
election 


days. 


Persons who operate beer tav- 


erns must be 21 or older and citi- 
zens of the United States. 


Good Character Mandatory 


No person may sell beer who 


within two years of his application 
for a license has been, convicted of 
a felony, of drunkenness, of driv- 
ing a motor car while intoxicated. 
or of violating the liquor laws of 
any state. Moreover, a beer tavern 
operator must be of "good charac- 
ter and reputation in the com- 
munity in which he resides." 


Breweries or beer distributors 


will not be permitted to install 
fixtures or equipment for dispens- 
ing beer in retail establishments. 


"No manufacturer, distributor or 


wholesaler," the law reads, "di- 
rectly or indirectly shall sell, sup- 
ply, furnish, give or pay for, or 
loan or lease any furnishings, fix- 
ture or equipment for dispensing 
beer." 


Injunction Is Provided 


"The attorney general or county 


attorney at all times shall have the 
power to enjoin any party from 
selling cereal malt beverages not- 
withstanding the fact the party 
has a license and permit, provid- 
ing it shall appear he has violated 
any regulation of the act. In- 
junction proceedings shall be the 
aame as is now prescribed for the 
enjoining of intoxicating liquor 
nuisances." 


An operator's license will be re- 


voked if he seUa cecr to persons 
under 18, permits an 
Intoxicated 


person to remain in his place, is 
himself continually intoxicated, or 
ia a dealer in whisky or other 
"hard" liquors. 


The law forbids "private 
or 


closed rooms or closed booths" in 
the place of business where beer is 
sold. 


Violations of the law call for 


fines of not more than $500 or jail 
sentences of not more than one 
year, or both. 


License Fee Law 


Operators of beer taverns must 


pay a state license fee of between 
$25 and $50 a year and a distribu- 
tor or wholesaler must pay $300 
for a license. Moreover, cities and 
county boards are vested with the 
authority to make their own rules 
concerning dispensing of beer if 
they decide the state law is not 
stringent enovsgh. 


'When the beer bill was up for 


debate many legislators desired to 
include a clause prohibiting wo- 
men and girls from serving beer. 
This was finally omitted, however, 
•when other legislators protested 
that such a law would throw thou- 
sands of waitresses out of work in 
restaurants where beer is sold. 


The clause requiring all opera- 


tors of beer establishments to be 
citizens primarily affects the coal 
and lead mining region of South- 
eastern Kansas where many for- 
eigners have settled. 
Many of 


these people have taken out their 
first citizenship papers.

TOPEKA, Kaa„ April 8— (UP) 
— After 50 years of strict prohibi­ 
tion, “ bone dry" Kansas has de­ 
cided to legalize 3.2 beer- but the 
law governing its sale is more 
rigid than in any state in the 
Union. 
The taw legalizing 3.2 beer will 
take effect May 1, and on the 
same date the regulatory laws will 
go into effect. 
It prohibits per­ 
sons under 18 years of age from 
freq u en tin g beer taverns or from 
working as a waiter or bartender 
in any establishm ent selling beer. 
The sale of beer between mid­ 
night and 6 a. m. on weekdays is 
prohibited and no beer at all may 
be sold on Sundays 
or 
election 
days. 
Persons who operate beer tav­ 
erns m ust be 21 or older and citi­ 
zens of the United States. 
Good Character Mandatory 
No person m ay sell beer who 
within two years of his application 
for a license has been convicted of 
a felony, of drunkenness, of driv­ 
ing a motor car while intox icated, 
or of violating the liquor laws of 
any state. Moreover, a beer tavern 
operator must be of “ good charac­ 
ter and reputation in the com­ 
munity in which he resides." 
Breweries 
or 
beer distributors 
will not be permitted to install 
fix ture« or equipment for dispens­ 
ing beer in retail establishments. 
“ No manufacturer, distributor or 
wholesaler," the law reads, “ di­ 
rectly or Indirectly shall sell, sup­ 
ply, furnish, give or pay for, or 
loan or lease any furnishings, fix ­ 
ture or equipment for dispensing 
beer." 


Injunction Is Provided 
“ The attorney general or county 
attorney at all tim es shall have the 
power to enjoin any party from 
^selling cereal malt beverages not­ 
withstanding the fact the party 
has a license and permit, provid­ 
ing it shall appear he has violated 
any regulation of the act.

junction proceedings shall be the 
sam e as is now prescribed for the
